The Literary Guidepost 
By John Selby 


“I JVI UST HAVE LIBERTY,” by Isabel de Palencia 
(Longmans; $3). 


I T IS sad, but in keeping with the way things work 
* in this world, th a t one of the most powerful books 
in support of the Loyalist cause in Spain should come 
out today, after it is too late. Unless, of course, another 
day is coming. 
The book Is called “I Must Have Liberty” and is 
by Isabel de Palencia, who wrote it in the Mexican 
retreat where her husband and family are trying 
to recapture some of the im portant values of life 
after the disaster which overcame their cause—bread 
and m eat being among the values. Here is a para­ 
graph: 
"B ut I am bewildered at times because of the con­ 
flicting emotions within myself th a t have not been 
the least of my trials during the Spanish war. The 
emotions of wishing for peace and yet for my coun­ 
try’s sake anxious that others should come to our 
defense, of condemning arm am ents yet begging for 
arms, of feeling reverence for hum an life yet almost 
longing for its destruction a t times: these contradic­ 
tory sentiments have affirmed others. Among them 
the conviction th a t democracy is the only political 
system under which people can be happy.” 
This is close to the perfect statem ent of the posi­ 
tion in which the refugee liberal finds himself today. 
It comes at the end of an account of the author s 
life to date which is unique in several ways—for its 
candor, its modesty, its power and its curious position 
with regard to Spanish policies. 
Madame de Palencia was bom In Spain of a 
Spanish-Catholic father and a Scottish-Protestant 
mother, and was brought up a t first as a Protestant, 
although baptized a Catholic. Then her m other was i 
converted, and the daughter was educated 
in a 
convent and later In England. The two strains have 
produced a strange Spaniard and an uncompromis­ 
ingly loyal one. She is living proof th a t all the Loyal­ 
ist support did not come from the so-called Reds, 
since she was born into the upper classes and lived 
In Catholic circles. 
Madame de Palencia was drawn into public life 
by her sympathy for the humble Spaniard. She served 
at Geneva, as m inister to Sweden, and elsewhere. She 
has written and spoken in many countries for what 
she feels Is the real Spain, and she has lost her 
fight. But you cannot read “I must Have Liberty” 
without seeing that she has not lost hope.

U.S. BOMBSIGHT 
BEING GUARDED 


K n o w n a s “ Mr. X ” ; 
Official Comments 
on Accuracy 


Washington, Nov. 27 < AP)—The 
“Mr. X " who de'doped the nation’s 
No. I military secret—the jealously 
guarded, high accuracy bombsight 
- Is being shielded so carefully, it 
was learned today, that authorities 
declined to disclose his identity lest 
his life be endangered. 
“Mr. X " is the man responsible 
for the instrument known as the 
“Norden bombsight.’’ Although not 
a Navy man. he worked closely with 
that department for 15 years in 
perfecting the invention. 
Nothing 
more is known about him. Another 
secret is the location of the plant 
where the .sights are manufactured 
General George C. Marshall, Army 
chief of staff, spoke of the secret 
decive as the “Norden bombsight” 
when he emphasized last week that 
it would not be part of the equip­ 
ment on the giant long range bomb­ 
ing planes just being released for 
sale to Great Britain. 
The Army chief made a pointed 
distinction 
between 
the 
Norden 
sight and an earlier instrument, 
tile Sperry bombsight. 
Tile Sperry 
sight, he disclosed, had been made 
available to the British. 
General Marshall said the “Nor­ 
den" development had been adopted 
as standard equipment for United 
States Army and Navy bombers, 
superseding the Sperry instrument. 
Until Marshall used it, the name 
“Norden’’ had been generally un­ 
known 
Eiiorts to obtain additional 
information, however, met an of­ 
ficial wall of silence. 
Although the 
secret sight was developed originally 
for the Navy, department officials 
refused to disclose the inventor’s 
first name, initials or whereabouts 
these oftcials said that his life might 
be endangered if his identity were 
fully known. 
“Do you think an effort might be 
made to kidnap him and extort the 
secret?" one was asked. 
“It might be,’’ he replied 
Officials likewise declined to dis­ 
cuss the degree of accuracy which 
United States bombers achieve with 
the sight, but would say that it 
was “obviously good." 
One familiar with the sight’s per­ 
formance said that it was an exag­ 
geration to say, as some reports
